Colonel Tells Peru, Ind., People

In the districts or Uncle Joe Cannon and 
Gongres:man McKinley, national leaders of 
his enemies, the colonel showed a popular 
strength that surprised even his own sien 
porters. 

As at Springfield, where politicians warned 
him that an attack on Lorimer would lose him 
votes. so todey he was warned that his can- 
didacy would be injured by speaking against 
McKinley, who is a popular ido! in his district. 
As at Springfield, Roosevelt disregarded the 
injunction, and denounced Mr. McKinley as 

3 and a reactionary. . 

His. e made an emphatic statement of his 
views ‘on the subject of reciprocity, saying 


iderit Taft had attempted to put through. 

And in speech after speech the colonel 
denounced the “infamy.” “ outrage.” 
„Shame.“ and scandal of *‘ degrading “ 
Lincoln’s name to Senator Lorimer's pur- 
poses. In each speech this stand received 
thy most applause. 

In addressing a crowd at the railway sta- 
tion gt Peru, Ind. ,tonight Mr. Roosevelt 
said: 

Ik, after hearing me. you decide against 
me, very well. I'll try it again another time 
and try to get you.” 


First Chance for People. 

Above all, Col. Roosevelt urged the voters 
to go to the polls tomorrow and vote as a 
duty of supreme importance. He said that 
Illirocis occupies the most important posi- 
tion of any state in the union because of the 
moral influence it will gare on other con- 
tests. 

Here for the first time the people have a 
real presidential primary.“ he said. “Here 
tor the first time the selection of a candi- 
date for the presidential nomination has been 
taken out of the hahds of the bosses, the 
officeholders, the special interests, and the 
politiciane and turned over to you. the people.

COMMERCE BOARD EXTENDS 
POWER OVER WATER CARRIERS 


Operating with’ Railroads to Give 
Through Freight Service. 


Washington, p. C., April 8.—{ Special, j— 
Shippers and boat companies on the great 
Jakes are particularly affected by‘an order 
issued by the interstate commerce commis- 
‘sion today, under which the commission as- 
‘Bumes control of rates of boat companies 
"operating in connection with railroads to 
give throught freight service. 

Coupled with the recent decision of the 
Supreme court sustaining the power of ‘the 
interstate commerce commission to regulate 
intrastate as well as interstate. beat traffic. 
this means a significant extension of the au- 
thority of the commission over water carriers. 
The order follows:

Baths and Gas 8 


AST week a Champaign gentleman 
asked this question: “Is it better 
to go without a morning bath or to 
run the risk of being overcome by 
the gns from a gas stove?” 

A good many thousand people will ask 
themselves this question between now and 
the middle of June. Furnaces are out of 
commission, steam is turned off or soon 
will be. Gas stoves will be used to heat 
the bathroom preparatory to the morniug 
bath or the nursery while the baby ‘s 
being dressed, 

The connections between a gas stove 

and the wall fixture are seldom gasprvof. 
The burner, instead of discharging gas at 
one definite opening, throws it out through 
several; at one it burns freely, at another 
it escapes without burning. Lastly, gas 
stoves use up the oxygen of the air and 
pollute it with waste. There is neither 
provision for fresh air nor connections to 
carry off the colorless but poisonous 
smoke. 
A person going into a room heated by 
a gas stove is somewhat liable to be over- 
come by gas, but there is more danger of 
fainting. The bad air of a heated bath- 
room and warm temperature of the bath 
water is a risky combination for a nervous 
system that has not quite pulled itself to- 
gether after eight hours of sleep. 

People overcome by gas and drowned in 
a tub remain for perhaps an hour in a 
condition of suspended animation from 
which they can be rescued by the Richter 
or the Draeger apparatus. The Common- 
wealth Edison company has answered six- 
ty-four calls in the last three months—not 
all for bathroom accidents, on the one 
hand; on the other, not all the bathroom 
accidents have resulted in a call for the 
pulmotor. 

The subject is important enough to have 
called forth special warnings from Coroner 
Hoffman. 

Answering the question of the Cham- 
paign gentleman: It is better to take che 
bath if the gas stove has a pipe to the out- 
side or if the room is aired or if the room 
temperature is below 75; otherwise it is 
not. In a room heated by a gas stove a 
cold bath is less risky than a warm one.

Vienna, has not altogether given satisfaction 
to his government and is regarded as having 
failed to champion the cause of France with 
sufficient vigor. The fact is that he has rather 
sought to effect a friendly compromise than to 
secure France's demands.

As everybody knows, the present trouble 
between France and Spain originated with a 
secret treaty, negotiated with Spain by 
Deicassé when minister of foreign affairs, 
without the knowledge of the cabinet to which 
he belonged, according to Spain a consider- 
able portion of the Moorish empire when its 
breakup should occur. 
England was a party to this agreement, and 
it fell to the lot of Geoffray, while French 
minister plenipotentiary in London, to keep 
the English foreign office informed of the 
progress of the negotiationsat Paris. Atthe 
same time Sir Maurice Bunsen, who is now 
British ambassador at Madrid, was the min- 
ister plenipotentiary of the English embassy

MAY USE OLD DECLARATION. 

Chicago, Aprit 4.—[To the Friend of 
the People. II was born in Canada. I 
came to the United States in 1883 when I 
was past 21 years of age. In 1887 I de- 
elared my intention in Wisconsin of be- 
coming a citizen of the United States, but 
I have not taken out my naturalization 
papers. Will it be necessary for me to 
make another declaration of intention, or 
does my declaration of 1887 still hold good? 

I have lived. in this country continuously 
‘since my arrival here in 1883 and my wife 
is a born citizen of the United States. My 


who has always lived here, is now ap- 
proaching 21 years of age. Is he a citizen 
of the United States, or will it be neces- 
sary for him to obtain naturalization pa- 
pers in order to become a citizen of the 
United States?

Washington, D. C., April 8—When James 
1 Patten operated in May wheat in 1900 he 
na not conduct a corner of wheat, several 
sminent grain operators told the house 
gommittee on agriculture today. Instead of 
gornering wheat and holding out for enor- 
mous profits Mr. Patten performed a “ benef- 
joent action,” according to John CG F. Mer- 
rill, president of the council of grain ex- 
changes, who acted as spokesman for the 
Chicago board of trade and other wheat and 
corn exchanges at today’s hearing. 

Mr. Patten was exonerated of having col- 
lected undue profits. His deal was in May 
wheat, Mr. Merrill said, but he closed it out 
in April and by doing so sold at a time and 
a price which prevented exportation of wheat 
and consequent importation of the grain 
to supply American consumption. 

The millers got the big profit, Mr. Merrill 
gaid, and raised the price of wheat 25 cents 
ever the price Mr. Patten got. 


Never Could Squeeze“ Market. 
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Was that Patten's purpose?” asked Repre- 
gentative Sims of Tennessee.

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“BERTHS FOR PUBLIC BEFORE 
PASS HOLDERS.”—ROCK ISLAND 
Road Rules That “Deadheads” Must 


Give Up Accommodations if Needed 
for Paying Passengers. 


Holders of passes providing for free trans- 
portation on the Rock Island must hereafter 
take chances in getting Pullman accommo- 
dations with the people seeking reservations 
at the last minute. This is the effect of an 
order just issued by officials of the company 
and the substance of instructions given to all 
Pullman ticket agents. This rule,“ it is 
stated, has already become effective and 
will be enforced without exception.” 

The rule provides that no reservations for 
Pullman space or accommodations will be 
permitted on any form of free railroad trans- 
portation, except with the understanding that 


ness. The object is to supply all the paying 
traveling public with Pullman accommoda- 
tions before taking care of “ deadheads.” 

The Central Passenger association at a 
regular monthly meeting tomorrow, the first 
to be held at the new headquarters on the 
nineteenth floor of the Heisen building, will 
discuss requests for reduced fares to different 
conventions. Another matter to be consid- 
ered will be a suggestion that the maximum 
Hability for baggage handled in baggage cars 
be reduced from $5,000 to $2,500, 

Among the conventions for which reduced 
fares are asked is the American Medical so- 
ciety’s annual meeting at Atlantic City, 
N. J., June 3 to 7. The trunk lines have 
already made a tender of one and one-half 
fare for the round trip. Another will be the 
annual meeting of the National Educational 
association at Chicago, July 6 to 12.
